After he had cut and dragged the clothes off his victim, he 
said: ‘* Take hold of his feet, now, I want to lift him up.’”* I 
obeyed, reluctantly; and Mr. Bangs raised the head and 
shoulders, till they rested against the edge of the boiler. Then 
he tried to twist the inflexible trunk into a crescent shape, and 
bend the limbs at the joints so that he could put the whole 
mass into the boiler at once; but the body was too rigid to 
allow of this.

Strange reflections, it may be thought, for a boy hardly four- 
teen! But be it remembered, that though young in years, I 
was old in sad experience. Ihad been cradled in adversity, 
schooled in misery, and fed upon contumely and bitterness 
that had filled my heart, and now overflowed in gall. And 
these were only thoughts—thoughts that flitted vaguely through 
ap understanding quickened by pain, and ripened by early fa- 
miliarity with hardship. I could not, then, have reduced 
them to the language I now employ; but what I now say is 
what I then thought.

ADRIFT WITH A VENGEANCE.

CHAPTER VII.—I FOLLOW THE FASHION, AND GO TO EUROPE. 


With a feeling of dread and excitement, I hurried along the 
natrow passages and down the intricate stairwayjof the Old 
Brewery, till I came to the street. Then I began to breathe 
freely ; but the melancholy spectacle from which I had just re- 
treated, haunted me} like a terrible’ dream. Death locked in 
the arms of death! I shuddered at the thought. 

The neighborhood was already astir; and by the gray of the 
sky and the slanting rays of the sun, I judged it to be about 
six o'clock. I stood for a few moments irresolute as to what I 
should do next, fearing that if I divulged my knowledge of the 
deaths I should get into fresh trouble.

Youth 
has every where to suffer; and the life of boys up to eighteen 
is one of perpetual humiliation. It seemed to me that there 
was no way of escaping the martyrdom common to my age, sex 
and poverty, and whether I guffered a little more or less than 
my fellows, after I had suffered so much already, was a matter 
of little consequence to m@nr-and'certainly of none whatever to 
the world. 

Therefore see me a successful candidate for the floggings 
which every boy who goes to sea as a sailor inevitably gets. 
The ship-master, who responded to my appeal by consenting 
to take me, was a hard, gutta-percha-colored] man, with a face 
ploughed with wrinkles that ran like rivers across a continent. 
He had a voice as hoarse as the tones usually heard through a 
speaking-trumpet, and an eye remarkably like what I imagined 
a vulture’s to be. The lower part of one of his checks was 
thrown somewhat out of shape by what I discovered to be an 
enormous plug of tobacco ; and from his stern, distorted mouth 
there rained a shower of tobacco-juice. He was six feet high, 
but excessively slop-built, gaunt, awkward and stooping.

paniment—he could hardly be said to have any forehead what- 
ever. He had no perceptible throat, but a good deal of black 
hair, which projected like a bowsprit between the sharp points 
of a collar so open in front that it seemed to have been made 
to reach from ear to ear only. His teeth were hollowed out, and 
broken here and there like rocks, and of a burnt-sienna color ; 
and his nose was deeply indented across the bridge, thus greatly 
disfiguring a countenance which had never any pretensions to 
beauty. .He was a Kentuckian by birth, and unfortunately 
addicted to strong language as well as strong waters—his oaths 
extending to indefinite length, and his potations to an equally 
indefinite quantity. When he raised his voice, in command, 
he spoke with the force of a sledge-hammer on an anvil; and 
if he observed the slightest hesitation or incompetency in car- 
rying his orders into execution, he followed them up by throw- 
ing belaying-pins or other harmless missiles, at the objects of 
his virtuous indignation. His garments hung about him with 
an appearance of perfect losseness ; and his striped pantaloons 
were the envy of the negro cook, Sambo, who rejoiced in the 
title of ‘‘ doctor,” and held perpetual carnival in the galley. A 
great man on his own deck, like all sea-captains, was Captain 
Whittlestick of the barque ‘‘ Skimmer of the Seas,” bound for 
Liverpool with passengers and cargo. 

During the voyage I was kicked and cuffed unmercifully ; but 
I endured it heroically, for it was part of my creed never to say 
die. Nevertheless when the ship reached port, I was glad to 
leave her and go in search of better fortune ashore. 

It was a dark November day when I landed. The atmos- 
phere was foggy, and the streets smoky, muddy, and full of 
noise, bustle, sailors, orange-girls, and Irish emigrants. 
When I came to the Clarence Dock gate, I saw a crowd of 
these last—the men clad in damp ragged frieze, damaged hats, 
perforated stockings, knee-breeches and brogans, and all 
armed with the invariable shillaly supporting a bundle across 
the shoulder; while the women, with tanned and freckled 
faces, were bonnetless and playful. They had just arrived by 
an Irish steamer, on the deck of which they had spent the 
night, in company with numerous sheep, pigs, horses, and 





horned cattle. 

Loaded wagons and bawling carters moved about in seem- 
ingly inextricable confusion ; stray cattle ran to and fro, and 
were as rapidly pursued and overtaken by gangs of drovers ; 
dense volumes of smoke ascended from half-a-dozen steamers 
in the dock; bells were ringing for the outward-bound to get 
aboard; hackney-cars threaded their way in all directions ; and 
passengers and badged porters rushed about wildly. 





Jingling lorrys, laden with produce from all parts of the 
globe, moved past me up and down the Waterloo Road. For 


miles, north and south of me, extended the great docks of the 
great sea-gate of England. Into these cotton poured from the 
wide valley of the Mississippi, the flowery shores of the Ama- 
zon, the irrigated soil of Egypt, the burning plains of Hin- 
dostan ; wool from thirty different countries scattered round 
the temperate zones of the earth ; hides from the wide tracts of 
South-America, and the high lands of India; provisions from 
the pastures of Ohio; grain from the banks of the St. Law- 
rence, the Delaware, the Loire, the Elbe, the Vistula, the 
Danube, and the Don; oil from the olive-woods of Italy, the 
palm-groves of Africa, the plains of Belgium, the floating ice 
of Newfoundland, and the depths of the Arctic seas; copper 
and silver ore to be smelted with the coal of St. Helen's, from 
Mexico, Chili and Peru ; coffee from Ceylon and Costa Rica ; 
sugar from Georgia, the Carolinas, Mauritius, and the East and 
West Indies ; rice from Alabama and Patna; jute from Ben- 
gal; mahogany from Honduras; rosewood from Brazil ; guano 
from Peru; spices from the Malaccas; tobacco from Mary- 
land ; timber from the forests of New Brunswick and Canada ; 
and a thousand other things from nearly as many different 
places. 

As I advanced, huge boards and walls covered with “ming 
red and yellow placards, and foot-long letters, metmy __w. 
Fast-sailing vessels seemed to be departing to all parts of ..» 
world, at all times; and the array of these was embarrassing 
if not bewildering. Was it wonderful that tue first of these 
walls I came to seemed a kind of Pisgah from whence I gained a 
gratuitous sight of the whole world? I gazed from the pla- 
cards to the ships, and forgetting the hardships I had suffered 
on my voyage across, longed to take the wings of another ves- 
sel to another clime. I read a romance in each of those wan- 
dering palaces of oak and iron, which every time they crossed 
the world, bore a crowd of men “‘ precious as Cesar and his 
fortunes” to those near him. How inviting I thought those 
steamers, with their polished decks and twilight cabins; and 
the sun-light dimpling the binnacle, and dancing merrily on 
the water, I can well remember. 

I was without a dollar, a friend, or a home—but not without 
hope ; and I walked until I was weary and foot-sore. Then 
with the approach of night my spirits drooped. 

It was a little past eight o’clock when I found myself in a 
narrow, smoky street, half lost and hidden puzzle-like in a la- 
byrinth of other equally dirty, narrow, and irregular thorough- 
fares, all filled alike with the same suffocating atmosphere. It 
was not far from the Nelson Dock. The inscription, ‘‘ Good 
Dry Lodgings,” rudely painted on a piece of board hanging by 
a cord from a nail, over a deep cellar made accessible by 
a steep flight of muddy and broken steps, caught my wander- 
ing eye.

MARIE SEEBACH. 

_There are men in whose natures all good and noble quali- 
ties are so blended, so combined in harmonious unison, that 
we lose sight of special virtues in our admiration of an excel- 
lence which seems well-nigh perfect ; other men become en- 
deared to us by some specific traits of character, and our 
minds naturally revert to those qualities which won our es- 
teem or affection. These we consider, so to speak, in detail ; 
but the former win our hearts by symmetry, completeness of 
character, and we find it difficult to observe individual merits, 
where the whole is so ndmirable. Thus it is with certain 
books and pictures, which enter the inner chambers of the 
soul, arousing grand ambitions, enlarging and beautifying 
life! At rare intervals, thrice in a lifetime perhaps, there 
comes a player of whom this maybe affirmed with equal 
truth ; and a more illustrious or worthy example could hardly 
be instanced, than the actress who has just left us,—Marie 
Seebach. I am aware that it may be thought extravagant, but 
it seems to me that Seebach occupies a station in dramatic art 
closely akin to that generally conceded to Hawthorne in lite- 
rature. There is the same exquisite refinement, the same 
deep, poetic insight into subtle phases of human experience, 
and the same conscientiousness as to the smallest details. Both 
are remarkable for what may be called artistic integrity, never 
resorting to meretricious aids for the sake of producing marked 
effects ; both possess, in a high degree, the power of convey- 
8 more by suggestion, than by actual expression, and are 
ney with consummate skill in obliterating every sign of lavor 
tom their achievements ; and in both we recognize the pre- 
‘ence of an ideal which ever surpasses their actual perform- 
“nee, and a deep yearning for truth and beauty, which urges 
them onward from heighttoheight! Readone of Hawthorne's 








works, —the briefest sketch even,—and what account of it can 
you give to an inquirer, without first pausing for serious con- 
sideration? Pathos, humor, philosophy, and a score of other 
elements, are all so deftly blended, that you can only say,— 
“*It is great, read for yourself!” Witness a performance of 
Seebach’s, and you will find a similar result. When enjoy- 
ment is so deep and full, we are not apt to investigate the 
sources of our pleasure ; we abandon analysis, realizing that it 
would prove but inadequate and unsatisfying. From what 
has been said, it may be inferred that no easy task awaits the 
critic, who would strive to convey a just impression of See- 
bach’s peculiar excellence. If he attempts to enter into a 
formal analysis, he will at once be conscious of such manifold 
and varied merits, that the line in Hamlet,—‘‘I stand in 
pause where I should first begin,”—will come home to him 
with a new significance. For the present I shall be content to 
treat the theme in a rambling, informal fashion, but I shall 
hope to recur to it, more satisfactorily and at greater length, 
when there has been an opportunity to study the great actress 
in a more extended range of characters. 

Time and arduous labor have left their traces upon her 
countenance; the fresh bloom of youth no longer remains, 
and in the ordinary sense of the word she would hardly be 
called beautiful. Yet for those capable of appreciating it, she 
possesses beauty of the highest, rarest order—beanty which far 
surpasses in loveliness the charms that only appeal to the eye, 
and leave the soul unsatisfied. Those who have felt their 
pulses quicken at the sight of her joy-illumined face, as she 
opens the third act of Mary Stuart, or have seen the glow of 
perfect love and happiness which transfigures the worn fea- 
tures, when Jane Hyre learus thet nothing stands between 
herself and Rochester,—these fortunate ones can well under- 


3] stand the depth and power of her beauty. Her grace also is 


of the very highest mould, not merely giving pleasure to our 
outward sense, but gratifying the finer, and higher faculties of 
the soul. The strange and fascinating essence, which, for 
lack of a better name, we call, grace, may be divided into two 
distinct classes. In the one, it manifests itself in lithe and 
fully rounded undulations, it is all softness ; its effect is akin 
to that which we feel, while gazing upon rich autumn foliage, 
in the warm mellowness of an Indian summer afternoon. This 
may be called sensuous grace. In the other, our higher feel- 
ings are aroused by a potent, indefinable charm, a divine in- 
tensity, in whose presence we feel as one who breathes the 
first air of Spring, or rises above the world in the glory of a 
mountain sunrise, when from the summit of some lofty rock 
he sees the peaks above himfall aflame, while, far below, the 
valleys lie in deepest shadow. It comes to us, of necessity, 
through the medium of the senses, but it is more spiritual 
than sensuous. At the risk of being misunderstood, I shall 
venture to call it—Gothic ; the term does not fully express it, 
but it comes nearer than any other. During the past year 
these varying types have both been well illustrated upon the 
stage; the first, by Charles Fechter, the second, by Edwin 
Booth. A union of both, in the person of any one human 
being, would seem impossible; but could it be found, we 
should behold the perfection of Grace. The desire to illustrate 
my meaning, and to convey some idea of the quality of See- 
bach’s gracefulness, has led me too far from my proper theme, 
which I must now most reluctantly take leave of. All consi- 
deration of her keen intelligence, her intense sensibility, her 
voice,—so wonderful in its power and sweetness, and a host 
of other excellences, must be deferred until a future day. 

This country has now been visited by some of the brightest 
lights of foreign dramatic art. Years ago Rachel first tried 
the seemingly dangerous experiment of addressing an audience 
in a language unfamiliar to their ears. Her genius proved 
sufficient to ensure her success, and since then we have wel- 
comed successively,—Ristori, Dawison, Baerndorff, Janaus- 
chek, and Seebach. The last comer, in true dramatic genius, 
and in all that constitutes a great artist, surpasses all who have 
come across the ocean, since Rachel; and her pr per station 
in fame, is very near that of the actress who first taught us the 
full compass of human passion. It is to be regretted that ‘he 
popular success attending her first series of performances, has 
been by no means commensurate with her desert. Our thea- 
tre-going public has not seemed at all awake to the importance 
of her advent, and even the German population have not 
given her that recognition, which might naturally have been 
expected. It is to be hoped, if only for the sake of our repu- 





tation for taste and intelligence—that her reception upon her 








return to New York may be more in accordance with her 
merits, for assuredly there are no performances before the pub- 
lic which appeal more strongly to the highest order of intel- 
ligence, or which will better repay the most careful 
attention.

THE DIAMOND DISCOVERIES IN SOUTH 
AFRICA, 


We have at last something like a trustworthy though very 
concise report on the subject of the new diamond fields from 
Mr. Mann, the late ‘special immigration commissioner” for 
the colony of Natal, a practical and well-informed authority. 
His information, however, is not precisely of the latest. From 
the colonies themselves we have little except the usual embel- 
lished stories of wonderful discoveries, general ‘‘ rushes” of 
all adventurous people who can compass the means of loco- 
motion, great finds, great disappointments, and the gradual 
establishment of a kind of diggers’ republic under the restraint 
of lynch law ; a repetition, in short, of the strange history of 
California after 1847, and the Australian colonies after 1850. 
Of the interposition of British authority we hear nothing : nor 
is this to be wondered at ; for, in point of fact, so far as we 
collect from the accounts before us, little if any of the dia- 
mond field hitherto opened is within the limits of British juris- 
diction. In 1858 England formally abandoned the tract— 
about as large as Great Britain—which lies between the Orange 
and Vaal rivers: the former from the south-east, the latter 
from the north-east, uniting in one stream, and flowing thence 
across the continent westward into the South Atidntic, through 
desolate Namagua Land. This region“ became~@rRepublic, in 
which the Boers were left to construct a commonwealth as well 
as they might, and to settle their quarrels with Moshesh and 
his Basutos, who owned or claimed a portion of it. This was 
in 1852. But numbers of the Boers had migrated farther 
across the Vaal, towards the southern tropic, and hence arose 
the second, or ‘‘ Trans-Vaal’” Republic, in a region to which 
Britain had never extended-her dominion. These so-called 
Republics consist, in point of fact, each of a few thousang 
Boer families, descendants for the miost part, not of the peace- 
ful Dutch, as is commonly supposed, but of the warlike North 
Germans, whom the United Pioneers hired to guard their dis- 
tant scttlements, and to whom they made lavish grants of 
land, nominally governed by a universal suffrage ‘‘ Volksraad ;” 
owners of flocks and herds, enduring only the least possible 
amount of civilized restraint, attached to the old Dutch Re- 
formed Church and to their own old domestic usages, and liv- 
ing in a constant state of border warfare with savage neigh- 
bors. They are supplied with imported commodities chiefly 
through Natal, a distance of 400 or 500 miles ; and everything 
so imported has to reach them across the great chain of the 
Drakensberg, which, however, they of Natal boast of having 
rendered pervious by very tolerable roads for wagons. And 
it has been a subject of complaint with their political leaders 
that, by shutting them off effectually from the coast, England 
has precluded them from establishing anything like real inde~ 
pendence. It is maintained, on the other hand, by those who 
profess to know the country, that this independence is a delu- 
sion; that they are themselves tired of it; and that their real 
wish is to be reincorporated with the Cape Colony and Natal 
on some terms of federation. It seems indeed probable that 
the diamond hunt of the moment may altogether dissolve 
their frail organizations. 

These are problems which the diamond discoveries and their 
consequences may probably tend to solve. In the meantime, 
as we have said, they appear to be the owners—as far as poll- 
tical demarcation really exists in that wild quarter—of the soil 
enriched by this romantie mass of treasure. The diamond 
region, says Mr. Mann, commences at the juncture of the 
Vaal with the Orange, and extends for an unexplored distance 
up both rivers. Priel, which he calls ‘‘ the latest centre of in- 
terest in this district,” is a point on the Vaal, “310 geogra- 
phical miles, in a direct line, from D'Urban, the port of Natal. 
It is, strictly speaking, accessible from various points in the 
Cape Colony properly so-called, as well as from Natal; and 
the comparative facilities of these routes have been warmly 
debated in the South African newspapers; but the balance of 
argument seems to be decidedly in favor of Natal, and from 
thence the greater number of adventurers have proceeded.

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JOHN BULL AT WALLACK’S. 

When the late Mr. Wallack first announced his intention of 
reproducing the plays of the old Enylish dramatists, and trust- 
ing to them for the success of his theatre, the experiment was 
by many considered extremely rash, and there were not want 
ing those sage prophecies of failure, which some embrace every 
‘opportunity to make. But the result fully proved the wisdom 
and good judgment of the manager, for the old plays received 
the warmest reception ; and by the admirable company which 
he assembled for their illustration, and the scholarly care with 
which he produced them, Mr. Walleck soon won for his thea- 
tre the foremst place in this country. It is easy to sneer at 
the old comedies, to discourse of them plausibly, as old fogy- 
ish, superanuated productions ; nothing is easier than to dis- 
cover flaws in them, and show that they lack the sparkle of 
Opera Bouffe ; yet, I must confess to a very deep affection for 
their solid good qualities, and a sincere admiration of their 
burly excellence. Undoubtedly they have their faults ; butthese 
are chiefly of a kind which their authors could hardly have 
avoided, allusions such as to matters oflocal and passing interest, 
and expressions which a change of manners has rendered ob- 
jectionable. When all the grounds of complaint have been 
Summed up, it still appears that these old plays afford many 
valuable pictures of the manners of other times, give pleasing 
and truthful presentations of human nature, and possess a 
host of merits, which will be sought for in vain among the 
Productions of more modern playwrights. It is somewhat late 
to plead the cause of works which have stood the test of criti- 
¢ism, in some cases, for centuries, and it may seem very su- 





perfluous to dwell upon sucha theme; but there is at the pre- 
sent time a tendency to treat these fine old fellows with a flip- 
pant levity, which—to say the very least—is unpleasant. 

John Bull, like all the plays of the younger Co!man, is full 
of beauties, and of blemishes. He never produced a work 
which was not, to some extent, marred by mawkish sentimen- 
tality, or pragmatic prosing ; in his best comedies there inevi- 
tably appear some characters, who ‘‘speak by the card,” in a 
way that is distressing. But these faults are atoned for by the 
presence of characters which are faithful transcripts from Na- 
ture, and are therefore always fresh: witness Zekiel Home- 
spun, Humphrey Dobbins, and many others. And we are still 
less prone to dwell upon his failings, when we experience the 
charm of his humor in such fantastic creations as Pangloss and 
Doctor Ollapod, In John Bull the interest centres upon two 
characters, Job Thornberry, ,the rough, kindly tradesman, and 
Dennis Bruegruddery, the whimsical Irish inn-keeper. Both 
these characters are delineated with much power, and show 
the very delicate artistic perception of their author. They 
talk as we have all heard men talk in real life. Would that as 
much could be said of all the dramatis persone! The “‘ fop of 
the period” is shown with sufficient cleverness in the person of 
the Honorable Tom Shuffleton ; but he does not differ materi- 
ally from many other stage fops, and calls for no fespecial re- 
mark. The character of Mary is drawn with much simplicity 
and delicacy, and Dan, the Yorkshire servant, is rather above 
the level of conventional rustics. But here commendation 
must cease. What shall be said of Peregrine, so good, but 
alas! so tedious? With his endless moralizing he per ecutes 
me, harries me, until in utter despair I wonder if Colman 
might not have foreseen the future, and thus dimly shadowed 
forth the coning Tupper! Master Peregrine, you are a sad 
bore ; what a comfort it would have been if you had only re- 
membered one of those proverbs*on which you fed so largely, 
which says that ‘‘ actions speak /ouder than words ;” howmuch 
it would have saved us! There is one other character, Frank 
Rochdale, who joins the verbose Peregrine in ‘‘ talking like a 
book.” I shall venture to give one specimen of his language, 
which is, in its way, quite unequalled. He philosophizes to 
Mary, a simple-minded girl, after this fashion: ‘‘Oh, Mary! 
how painful if, performing the duty of a son, I must abandon, 
at last, the expiation of a penitent! But so dependent on 
each other are the delicate combinations of probity, that one 
broken link perplexes the whole chain, and an abstracted vir- 
tue becomes a relative inquity.” How delightfully clear, and 
then, how natural/ But enough of the play; the players 
claim attention; and in the present instance they well de- 
serve it. 

In such characters as Job Thornberry, we have had no actor 
since the death of Blake, who can at all equal John Gilbert, 
He enters into the spirit of the character, and portrays its hu- 
mor, passion and pathos with such rare ability, that it would 
seem as if he had chosen this part, from all others, as a favor- 
ite on which to exhaust all the resources of his art. Yet he is 
equally excellent in many other characters, this being only one 
picture among the large number which his industry has pro- 
duced. To see such an actor is always a great pleasure. Den- 
nis, the rollicking Irishman, was played by John Brougham; 
how well it was played, the audience bore witness by their in- 
extinguishable laughter, and hearty applause. Of late years, 
Mr. Brougham has appeared almost exclusively in burlesque 
and melodrama ; indeed with the exception of a few occasions 
when he has played in farces and comediettas, he has been seen 
in nothing else. There must, therefore, be many who are 
ignorant of his highest talent, and it is a most pleasant thought 
that he is at last in his proper place once more. May he long 
remain, a distinguished member of the company with which 
he is now associated. Mr. Fisher did as well as could be ex- 
pectedjin the very unthankful character of Peregrine. He 
walked through it, just as he always does wfth many charac- 
ters, which he never ought to play. He is gifted with an un- 
usual versatility, and the possession of this quality often 
proves a misfortune to him, for it betrays him into attempting 
too much, spreading his talents over a space too large for 
them to cover. In such characters as Triplet, Nicholas Rue, 
and Goldfinch, Mr. Fisher is really great; but there are many 
other parts, in which he is but indifferent. Dan received 
very careful and intelligent treatment from Mr. Williamson. 
This actor, without possessing remarkable natural talents, has 
by steady industry, and untiring devotion to his profession, 





risen very rapidly to an excellent position. It is but a very 


few years, five or six at the most, since he made his first ap- 
pearance upon this stage, in a very humble capacity ; and now 
he occupies the place formerly held by that thorough artist, 
A. W. Young. Such a record always inspires respect. Mr. 
Marlowe gave a well elaborated performance of the fop, al- 
though a little more distinctness of utterance would have 
aided its effect. Of the rest, it need only be said, that Mrs. 
Sefton represented the impertinent, ill-tempered landlady with 
her wonted excellence, that Mr. Lanagan was somewhat stiff 
and ill at ease in the character of Sir Simon, and that Mr. 
Rockwell impersonated the scapegrace Frank, with much 
grace and feeling. 

It is a genuine pleasure to visit this house; the cosy audi- 
torium, careful stage management, avd admirable acting, all 
contribute to make it a charming place. Mr. Wallack’s pres- 
ent company is by no means equal to that which he mustered 
some years ago, but it is still very strong, and has been materi- 
ally strengthened since last season. Those agreeable persons 
who eternally ‘‘ cry out upon abuses,” those who delight in ex- 
tolling the past and ignoring the present, and those who inevi- 
tably observe, when you venture to commend a performance— 
‘*But J remember the Park, the Old Park, Sir; I remember 
Francis and Hilson; that was before your time Sir!’—all 
these pleasant folk might do worse, than occasionally to spend 
an evening at this theatre, which so very singularly illustrates 
the degeneracy and degradation of the modern stage.

THE ROYAL MARRIAGE,

One great actress has succeeded another at this theatre.

Thus 
far Mrs. Lander has appeared in five characters, Elizabeth, 
Mary Stuart, Mrs. Haller, Charlotte Corday, and Adrienne 
Lecouvreur, It would be impossible to give any satisfactory 
account of all these impersonations within the limited space 
of an ordinary review ; I shall therefore select three for pres- 
ent consideration, also glancing briefly at the company, and 
other accessories, which have been provided for their support. 
The drama of Hlizabeth, Queen of England, was first pre- 
sented to the American public by Ristori, who played it as 
originally written, in the Italian language, It was speedily 
translated, and the chief character has been essayed by sev- 
eral actresses upon our own stage; but its transfer can 
hardly be regarded as a desirable addition to our dramatic 
literature. Judged by all rules of dramatic composition, 
Elizabeth is a pretty worthless production. It lacks continuity 
of plot, indeed it seems absurd to speak of plot, in the connec- 
tion ; except in two instances it utterly lacks the somewhat 
needful quality of characterization; the Queen and Essex being 
the only characters which suggest the author’s possession of 
any dramatic talent; and even these are mere skeletons, which 
gain almost all their effectiveness from the manner in which 
they are filled out upon the stage. Considered as an historical 
play, it is beneath criticism ; misrepr tation and anachron- 
ism so abound throughout its scenes, that it would be a simp- 
_ And yet for 
' on; it 
presents a series of deeply interesting incidents, it furnishes 
many admirable stage situations, and, what is of most conse- 
quence, in the principal character it affords an opportunity 
for great acting. Upon this character Mrs. Lander has ex- 
pended much conscientious labor, and the result is seen in a 
performance which merits the warmest praise. As a vividand 
faithful portrait of an historical character, it stands on thesame 
plane with the Louis XI. of Charles Kean ; although Mrs. Lan- 
der does not possess that natural fitness for the part which so 
greatly aided the effect of Mr. Kean’s wonderful impersonation. 
Those who have themselves studied the character of the great 
English Queen, and followed every path of recondite record 
which might lead to clearer views of her life, can best appre- 
ciate the measure of the actress’s success. This is the sever- 
est test which can be applied to such a performance ; and to 
say that in the present instance the strict requirements of 
such a test are fully met, is to bestow the highest commenda- 
tion in the critic’s power. It is a pleasure to bear witness that 
such is the fact. During the past few years the public has be- 
come so familiar with the various incidents of the play that 
a y detailed account of the portions in which the actress is es- 
pecially excellent would only prove tedious. Indeed, such a 
method would in any case be unsatisfactory, for one of the 
chief merits of the impersonation is that it gives an impression 
of general coherence and unity, and is more remarkable as a 
whole than in any isolated points. It would be exceedingly 
difficult to say in which portion of the play the actress is most 
admirable, or to choose any particular Leauties for special 
mention. Mrs. Lander’s pronunciation is usually correct and 
pleasing, and I was, therefore, the more surprised to note the 
manner in which she pronounced the word “pour,” which 
she gave as if it were spelt ‘‘poor,” with the fullest sound of 
double o, and a slight dwelling on the final r. It was almost 
the only elocutionary blemish. The acting of the company 
wasrespectable, but scarcely excellent; and, except in a very 
few instances, their efforts do not call for any remark. Mr. 
Taylor's Zssex is a somewhat uneven, but, in many respects, a 
very remarkable study. In the first and second acts there are 
points where dec ded improvement might be suggested, and 
mannerisms appear which could well be dispensed with ; but 
in the third act his vigorous conception and perfect execution 
leave nothing to be desired. Appearance, carriage, voice—all 
are in harmony, and all combine to produce a very grand ef- 
fect. The scene is one which requires a powerful physique in 
the actor who personates Zssez, and a capacity for great and 
prolonged exertion in revealing the stormiest passion. These 
qualities Mr. Taylor fortunately possesses in a high degree ; 








ployment. Many actors endowed with equal physical and vo- 
cal capacities would have let slip the dogs of war in such a 
fashion as would indeed have confounded the ignorant and 
grieved the judicious—amazing every faculty, and cleaving the 
general ear with horrid speech! Such acting has been known. 
It would not be difficult to cite examples; but, like Sir Giles, 
‘I name no parties.” Mr. Taylor avoids both tameness and 
exaggeration; never forgetting the fiery nature of the Earl, 
and yet never mistaking muscular activity for power, or mere 
noise for passion. His delineation of the proud warrior's grief 
and rage upon receiving an insult from his Queen, is one of 
the most superb emotional effects known to the stage. Mr. 
Becks did all that could be done with the peculiarly aggrava- 
ting character of Bacon. His reading of the lines from 
‘“‘Henry the Eighth” was excellent; and beyond this there 
really is very little opportunity afforded by the part for any 
worthy acting. The only other personage in the cast who pro- 
duced any very decided impression was the representative of 
the Spanish ambassador; this gentleman succeeded in putting 
both the audience and the actors in very good humor, and the 
merriment was none the less enjoyable because he was wholly 
innocent of any intention to be funny—the character being a 
particularly grave one. The scenery throughout the play was 
good, and in the third act was really fine, the throne-room 
being presented with much carefulness as to detail and great 
richness of color. 

Passing from Giacometti’s ZHlizabeth to Schiller’s Mary 
Stuart, we enter quite another world. A greater contrast 
could hardly be imagined than that existing between the in- 
coherent medley of the Italian, and the symetrical, purposeful 
work of the German. Four distinct ideals of the ill-starred 
Mary, differing in merit, but each possessing beauties of its 
own, have been successively presented in this city by Ristori, 
Janauschek, Mrs. Bowers and Seebach. Mrs. Lander gives us 
the fifth, and her conception of the character is as purely ori- 
ginal as if no other artist had essayed it. She depicts the sor- 
rows of the royal prisoner in a manner wholly her own, un- 
tainted by the least suspicion of imitation, The personal 
pride, and the sense of deep inexpiable wrong which sustain, 
and yet agonize, the heart of Mary, are shown with great 
power; and these are the causes which produce the most 
thrilling gituat on of the play—the scene between the hustile 
monarchs. Mrs, Lander's fine appreciation of the artistic value 
of repose never produced a nobler result; it gives her Mary 
Stuart a reality and a subtle power unattainable by artists who 
rely on broader and coarser methods in art. Perbaps 
the peculiar charm of the personation may be most 
aptly expressed by the word—intensity; this is its 
most characteristic feature, and its greatest strength. 
Mrs. Lander’s finest acting is in the third act, and 
in that portion of it which discloses the conflict in Mary's 
preast between inclination and policy. Smarting under the 
sense of cruel injuries, stung to the quick by the haughty 
coldness of Elizabeth, she yet forces her lips to utter the words 
of submission which her heart repudiaies. Ever and anon 
her proud spirit threatens to assert itself, and wrath seems 
about to take the place of supplication ; but these impulses 
are quickly suppressed, and she maintains her self-restraint, 
until driven beyond all human patience by the taunts of her 
insolent foe. It is in this passage that Mrs. Lander’s consum- 
mate art is most grandly displayed ; and in this portion of the 
scene I do not know of her equal. The rapid transitions of 
feeling are disclosed with marvellous effect, and the anquench- 
able fires of Mary’s scorn and hatred gleam through all the 
outward restraints which she imposes upon herself. Were 
space unlimited, it would be a genuine delight to follow the 
actress from the very opening to the close of this great scene, 
and to comment on every point in her acting ; its careful ela- 
boration would bear the closest inspection, and it is seldom 
that the critic is gratified by so admirable a subject for ana- 
lysis. The effect of the impersonation was materially aided 
by the acting of Mr. Taylor as Leicester, and Mr. Becks as 517 
James Melville,—a character queerly enough compounded of 
the Lord Shrewsbury and the Sir Andrew Melville of the ori- 
ginal play. After Mrs, Lander, the finest acting of the even- 
ing was done by Mr. Becks, in the closing scene of the 
tragedy; his delivery of the beautiful speech in which Mel- 
ville invokes a benediction on the penitent Queen, and pictures 
the happiness of her release from worldly woe, was imbued 
with profound fervor; its exquisite simplicity and true solem-

THE ROAD TO RUIN. 

On one particularly bleak evening last week I was drawn 
to the theatre quite against my original intention. Having 
had more than enough of our November wind and dust in the 
course of the day, I entertained the idea of a quiet evening at 
home with much complacency. So after’dinner I settled my- 
self before the fire, and began to make somewhat elaborate 
preparations for a thoroughly comfortable time. I leave the 
reader to decide on the nature of those preparations ; let him 
fill out the picture after his own fancy. But, as often happens 
when we are especially precise in our quest of pleasure, my 
design was destined to be completely frustrated; for, as luck 
would have it, I caught sight of the evening paper just as I 
was enjoying the first aroma of my pipe. All unconscious of 
its power to turn me out of doors, I lazily took it up, thinking 
to find a momentary recreation, before opening a portfolio of 
Calames’ Norwegian studies, which would have held me for 
an hour at least. The portfolio was to remain unopened, and 
the pipe was to be ignobly finished in the street. This was 
the announcement that disturbed my plans for domestic quie- 
tude: ‘‘ Wallack’s Theatre—‘ The Road to Ruin.’” Ihad not 
seen the play for years; had determined to see it upon its 





revival this season; and upon i the paper more 
closely, and considering various elgagements which I had 
made, it soon became evident to me that I must either see it 
that night, or not at al’. And I went. How unceriain are all 
human designs, when they may be turned aside even by so 
small a thing as an evening paper! The temptation to mor- 
alize is strong upon me; I certainly deserve great credit for 
refraining when so fair a text is offered, for I am confident 
that I could easily harass my readers with this theme, and that 
Icould do so most respectably—reiterating truisms, and ex- 
panding platitudes through a full column, as is the charming 
eustom of some professional moralists. I grumbled not a 
little at the weather as I walked to the theatre, and gravely 
censured the management for having so arranged the business 
of the week as to call me‘out on sucha night, But when I 
found myself comfortably seated in the front-row of the dress 
circle, I became more philosophical, and reflected that I 
might have been overtaken by a more serious calamity ; that 
it might even have been my duty to leave a comfortable home, 
in ordcr to endure the sickening vulgarity of Le Petit Faust, 
or the coarse stupidity of ‘‘Paris.” While the overture was 
sounding a cheery welcome to the audience, remembrances of 
the last time I had witnessed the play,’ most pleasantly filled 
the interval before the rising of the curtain. It was the last 
occasion on which it was performed, and the cast was a most 
admirable one—its most prominent features were as follows: 
Mr. Dornton, John Gilbert ; Harry Dornton, Lester Wallack ; 
Goldfinch, Charles Fisher; Mr. Sulky, George Holland; Mr. 
Silky, John Sefton; Jacob, A. W. Young; Widow Warren, 
Mrs, Wilkins ; Sophia, Mary Gannon. 

This was in the year 1863; I was about to witness the first 
presentation of the play since that time, and meanwhile very 
great changes had occurred in the company. I hardly imagin- 
ed that the present would equal the past, nor did it; still I am 
not going to join the right reputable corps of bewailers, for, 
in the main, the performance was highly enjoyable; to those 
who saw the play for the first time, the occasion must have 
been one of great pleasure. But as this purports to be a re- 
view of the ‘‘ Road to Ruin,” as now produced, I may as well 
stop generalizing, and give some attention to the particular 
merits and blemishes which characterize it, 

The most even and thoroughly sustained personation in the 
present cast, is the Dornton of Mr. Gilbert. He gives a pic- 
ture of the simple-hearted, benevolent, and yet choleric old 
gentleman, which is in all respects charming. The character 
is a most difficult one; its rapid transitions from passion to 
pathos can only be adequately portrayed by an actor of rare 
abilities. I was once so unfortunate as to see it attempted by 
an actor who was really excellent in such characters as Lord 





And there I stood pale at last ! 





Duberiey, and others of broad humor, but who was totally un- 





able to comprehend the dignity and delicacy of the character ; 
the result was most distressing; and a similar result would 
attend the efforts of a large majority of the actors who would 
confidently undertake to play Mr. Dornton. I can only call to 
mind a very limited number of actors who would be at ail 
likely to succeed in the part, and of these few there is but one 
who would be likely to rival Mr. Gilbert in it; that one ie 
William Warren. As a careful and natural presentation of 
character it ranks among Mr. Gilbert’s best efforts. The 

characters of the two Dorntons, father and son, are presented 
with great skill by the dramatist, and he so constructed the 

scenes in which they both appear, as to render each subservi- 

ent to the other's effectiveness, For this reason the actors 
who represent them are mutually dependent, and a fine per- 
formance of one greatly aids the effect of the other. I can- 
not say that Mr. Gilbert’s excellent impersonation gained any 
reflected lustre from the Harry Dornton of Mr. Clarke. 

His conception of this wild, dashing fellow is tame and inade- 
quate, giving very little suggestion of the reckless, daze-all 
spirit of the character. Harry Dornton, in Mr. Clarke's ren- 
dering, appears to be a very amiable young gentleman, natu- 
rally possessed of great quietness and steadiness of charcter, 

who, for some unexplained reason, endeavors to lead a life of 
dissipation, and constantly shows how little he likes it. ‘This, 

if I mistake not, is scarcely the idea of Harry which the au- 
thor intended to convey. In the prison scene with Milford, 

Mr. Clarke absolutely destroys the effect of the character by 
the manner in which he exaggerates Harry's drunkenness. 

Harry indeed is drunk, but it is far more with wild excite- 
ment than with wine ; he is fully able to carry out his designs ; 

he is flushed with wine, but yet retains possession of his facul- 
ties; while a manin such a condition as Mr, Clarke portrays 
in this scene would rapidly fiad his way to a gutter, or the 
friendly care of on officer. Goldfinch is one of those charac- 
ters which in stage parlance are classified as ‘‘ eccentric.” It 
would be very hard to determine how far the character was an 
actual transcript from nature, and how far it was a creation of 
the author's fancy. Its counterpart may have existed in Eng- 
lish society in 1790—when the ‘‘ Road to Ruin” was first pro- 
duced—but it certainly is not to be found at the present day. 

We have plenty of horse-jockeys, it is true, but they are no 
more like Goldfinch than a fat aldermanic thief is like Falstaff. 

Thus the actor is thrown very much upon the resources of his 
own imagination in forming an ideal of the character; and 
his success will depend chiefly on his ability to originate a 
personation without the aid of any existing model. He has 

nothing to refer to but his own ingenuity, except, indeed, a 
few mouldy traditions of the stage, which are of 
little service. Mr. Fisher's performance of this char- 
acter is highly amusing, and, as an example of clever 
elaboration from scanty materials, it deserves much praise. 
There is one respect, however, in which it might be greatly 
improved; Mr. Fisher occasionally sacrifices distinctness to 
rapidity of utterance ; a greater clearness of articulation would 
materially strengthen the effect of the peformance. Ailiy, the 
grasping, rascally money-lender, is not a character especially 
well adapted to Mr. Stoddart’s talents. His management of 
the cracked voice which he employs for the old miser, is by 
no means faultless ; there are frequent relapses into his ordi- 
nary tones, which are fatal to consistency. Asa whole his 
rendering of the part is entertaining, but scarcely natural. 
Mr. Lanagan’s Sulky is a careful and very effective persona- 
tion; his makeup is capital, and he never loses sight of the 
peculiarities of the character. With a little different treat- 
ment he might increase the effect of his best scene—that in 
which the sullen man’s real warmth of heart is manifested 
upon learning the sacrifice which Harry Dornton is about to 
make. He would greatly improve this scene if he threw 
more impetuosity into Swky's manner, and made the contrast 
between his usual stolidity and his sudden excitement, more 
obvious. I cannot be enthusiastic about Miss Germon’s 
Sophia. The character is a very charming one, but there are 
few actresses capable of presenting it acceptably, and this lady 
is not among the number. Artless simplicity, with a strong 

flavor of mischief and roguishness, are the most prominent 
traits of the character; and these traits are not well revealed 
by Miss Germon. She is excessively troubled with self-con 

sciousness, and seems rather to introduce her own personality 
than to present an artistic conception of the part. Miss 
Mestayer plays the Widow Warren sufficiently well, but shows

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HAMLET AT NIBLO’S, 


In these days when the abominable usage of “ starring” has 
well-nigh abolished general excellence from the stage, it is re- 
freshing to occasionally witaess a performance in which the 
entire interest does not centre in one individual. Time was, 
~—if we are to credit history,—when every character in a 
drama was considered worthy of careful and efficient represen- 
tation ; when all the players strove together to give unity and 
consistency to the whole performance. But the inevitable re- 
sult of the pernicious star-system, is the sacrifice of general 
completeness and harmony to the undue prominence of a 
single individual. The great tragedian, Mr. Smith, engaged 
to play Romeo, does not wish to have attention in any wise 
Withdrawn from his performance ; the liberal and high-minded 
manager who secures his services is well aware of this fact, 
and also knows from past experience the patient and tolerant 
nature of the public, who are readily taken by the bait of Mr. 
Smith’s name. This worthy gentleman accordingly looks 
about him for a Mercutio, and fixes upon Mr. Brown, who 
might have played the servant Balthazar indifferently well, 
but can no more comprehend or present the character of 
Shakspeare’s noblest, most winning gentleman, than Horace 
Greeley could write an epic poem, or the Hon. John Mor- 
resy Compose a treatise on pelmistry, or an essay on the va- 
rieties of manual labor. So it comes to pass that we see one 
candle,—burning more or less brightly according to its qua- 
lity, surrounded by a miserable collection of tallow dips, 
which give more smoke than light, and are in all ways offen- 
sive. And such will continue to be the case until public 
taste demands a change, that is, until managers are forced to 
do better, by seeing that people will no longer endure the old 
system. Meanwhile there are occasional exceptions for which 

we may well be thankful; I only wish they were of more fre- 
quent occurrence, Now and then a number of distinguished 


actors come together for the purpose of relieving some needy 
member of the profession, or aiding some charitable cause ; 
and at rare intervals some manager thinks it worth his while 
to assemble a choice company of artists to give worthy repre- 
sentations of the best plays, An instance of this kind is now 
before the public, in the performances which have been given 
throughout the present week at Niblo's Garden, and which have 
been a most agreeable feature of the season, The production of 
‘* Caste,” at Wallack’s, for the first time this season, has been 
the only other theatrical incident of importance which has oc- 
curred during the week, and that performance is already very 
well known to the public. So I see nothing better worthy of 
consideration, than the efforts of those players who have join- 
ed forces to present the highest achievements of Shakspeare’s 
genius, in both tragedy and comedy. And first let us glance 
at the performance of Hamlet, with which the brief season was 
opened. 


A collection of all that has ever been written upon Hamlet, 
were such a thing possible, would be one of jthe most remark- 
able curiosities imaginable. The various theories which have 
been proposed, and the countless opinions which have been 
set forth, are truly bewildering, and would doubtless have 
greatly astonished the author, with whom I fancy many of the 
commentators would have quarrelled full as sharply as they 
wrangle among themselves. After over two hundred years of 
such discussion as few literary works have ever elicited, Ham- 
let is still the subject of as diverse views, and as well defined 
differences, as ever. It does not come within my present pur- 
pose to enter into an extended development of my own per- 
sonal views of the tragedy and its hero; such a proceeding re- 
quires a serious frame of mind, a th» aly earnest mood ; 
and unhappily for my chance of augine:’ sy the Leap beneath 
which the critics endeavor to bury Shakspeare’s exquisite 
creation,—unluckily for this, the recent production of the 
tragedy did not imptess me very seriously. Perhaps I was 
not in a sufficiently reverential temper, end so failed to re- 
ceive the proper impressions ; yet I think some other causes, 
which I shall instance, were largely instrumental in my failure 
to be completely satisfied, or very deeply affected by the per- 
formance, 


The chief interest naturally centred upon the Hamlet of Mr. 
Montgomery; every new performance of the character is eure 
to attract much attention, and Mr. Montgomery is the first 
who has appeared in it since Mr. Fechter’s singular persona- 
tion. His rendering of the character well repays attention, 
and is in many respects exceedingly interesting. It has many 
qualities which will tend to render it popular, and it possess- 
es, in a high degree, the charm of originality. Yet notwith- 
standing these merits, I was ill-pleased with his Hamlet as a 
Shakespearian study. It is difficult to discover any very dis- 
tinct ideal of the character from his acting; it would be im- 
possible for me to define his conception of Hamlet, for he 
does not make it apparent in his performance. He seems to 
have devoted himself chiefly to the elaboration of particular 
situations in the play, and to the development of novel stage 
business. I should be loth to do the actor an injustice, but I 
doubt if he possesses any clear, definite and adequate concep- 
tion of the character of Hamlet; if he does, I certainly was 
unable to discover it. The merit of his performance lay en- 
tirely in isolated passages. The most obvious fault of his 
Hamlet, after its indefiniteness, is its superabundant vigor. 
A man so largely endowed with physical activity, and so prac- 
tically competent to bring any design to an immediate issue, 
as the Hamlet presented by Mr. Montgomery, would never 
have felt the necessity of taxing himself with irresolution and 
instability of purpose. He would never have delayed the ac- 
complishment of a purpose for so long a time, but after swear- 
ing to avenge his father’s murder, he would indeed have swept 
to his revenge with all that wild speed with which he promis- 
es that the spirit’s behest should be executed. To such aman 
the Ghost would not have been forced to appear a second 
time. From the solemn interview with his father's spirit he 
would have proceeded to immediate anddecisive action. The 
revels in the palace would have been rudely checked, and 
never again would the kettle-drum and trumpet have sounded 
in honor of the King’s rouse. Yet these qualities, which are 
so inconsistent with the character of the hapless and gentle 
dreamer, in whom, indeed, 


—‘‘the native hue of resolution 





Is sicklied o’er with the pale cast of thought,” 


These very qualities of thought constitute the popular suc- 
cess of the impersonation. ‘The effects produced are broad 
and striking, some of them novel, and these win the applause 
of the multitude, who prefer to have their thinking done for 
them. The entire impersonation greatly lacks repose, and 
there is slight suggestion of the scholarly character of the 
Prince—the philosophy does not come naturally from his lips. 
It struck me at times that the assertion of @uildenstern— 
‘this courtesy is not of the right breed ’’—possessed a truth 
somewhat different from the original meaning of the speech. 
Mr, Montgomery’s bearing was often far more suitable for a 
courtier than a Prince. There was a manifest striving after 
powerful effects in the management of several important situ- 
ations. Several of those were quite new, and, I presume, ori- 
ginal. The most striking of these innovations, and that which 
received the largest tribute of applause, was the manner in 
which he conducted that portion of the scene between J/amlet 
and Ophelia, wherein she is guilty of the only sin which 
Shakespeare attributes to her—the lie concerning her father. 
The effect which Mr. Montgomery produces at this point is 
powerful, but it will not bear analysis, and his method is 
scarcely legitimate. His desire to produce bold effects, even 
at the expense of consistency and faithfulness to nature, may 
be inferred from the following instances: In the scene with 
the faithless friends, where Hamlet rebukes their low espion- 
age, he raises the pipe above his head and dashes it off the 
stage with such force that I heard it rebound twice behind the 
scenes. In the closet scene, upon the entrance of the (host, 
he hurls the chair upon which he has been sitting from the 


centre of the stage almost to the wing. Some old 
player, I forget who, had a chair so made that 
he “could readily overturn it in this scene; but 


Mr. ‘Montgomery goes far beyond this, and practically 
demonstrates how fara chair may be thrown, if a man will 
only exert himself—which is exceedingly edifying. I could 
readily adduce other illustrations of the manner in which he 
sometimes proves false to the ‘purpose of playing,” but let 
these suffice, the task is not a pleasing one. Ishall only note 
one other blemish in this performance:. there is too much 
weeping; melancholy men seldom find relief in tears, it is 
quite another temperament which leads men to weep. The 
quality that especially characterizes Mr. Montgomery's J/am- 
let—the quality that gives it interest, and marks it with a 
distinct individuality—is picturesqueness. This is the best 
feature of the performance. His most successful and really 
excellent acting is in the concluding portion of the second act, 
and in the death scene, where his action is really beautiful and 
suggestive. Scattered throughout the play there are many 
points in which he is to be admired, and much which com- 
mands respect. His thorough understanding of the resources 
of dramatic art is very apparent. When speaking without 
effort, with no attempt at elocutionary display, his tones are 
very melodious ; his presence is most agreeable, and he gives 
a very pleasing impression of his own personality, as a genial 
well-bred gentleman. Unfortunately this is not sufficient. 
If he would call his performance anything but Hamlet, I be- 
lieve that (with a few exceptions) I should be delighted with 
it; and I have no doubt that many will accept it, as a satisfac- 
tory and artistic assumption of the character. Iam prepared 
to like him in other characters, although I cannot applaud his 
Hamlet. 

Concerning the Ophelia of Mrs. Scott Siddons, I am unable 
to speak in terms of unqualified praise. It revealed much 
delicacy of perception, and great sensibility, but was marred 
by an unusual excess of the lady’s peculiar mannerisms. I 
have seen very bad Ghosts, but I have only seen one that was 
worse than Mr. Shewell’s—that one was the production of an 
Irish gentleman, who had unluckily gratified his fondness for 
the national beverage, to an extent that interfered with his 
mental and vocal clearness. He surpassed Mr. Shewell, but 
I “‘ shall not look upon his like again,” and I despair of ever 
seeing Mr. Shewell’s equal hereafter. Mr. Mark Smith play- 
ed Polonius, and ought to have done better with it than 
he did; he was verbally incorrect, not once or twice, but 
many times, a fault which in so ripe an artist is inexcusable. The 
Queen tof Madame Ponisi was a fine example of old-school ac- 
ting ; it is long since this excellent actress has been seen in a 
character at all worthy of her abilities, and it was a pleasure 
to see her once more in a part which brought back the days 
when she supported Edwin Forrest at this theatre. Mr.

A MILITARY STORY. 


Some five years ago I was a subaltern in a marching regi- 
ment, and quartered in a large garrison-town in England. My 
duties consisted of the usual round of morning and afternoon 
parades, visiting the men’s dinners and teas, and other regu- 
lat work. In addition to this, we had occasionally to mount 
guard, and to pass twenty-four hours in a sort of half-impris- 
onment,

It was part of the dutiee of an officer on guard to visit all 
the sentries during the night, the time for visiting them being 
usually an hour or so after the field-officer had visited the 
guard ; the field-officer being a colonel or major who was on 
duty for the day, and who came once by day and once by 
night to visit the guards, and to see that all was as it should 
be. There was no exact limit to the number of times that the 
field-officer might visit the guards, but it was the usual thing, 
and had become almost a custom, for him to come once by 
day and once by night, so that after the last visit the subal 
tern usually waited an hour or so, walked round the limits of 
his post, visited all his sentries, and then turned into bed. 

It was on a bitter cold morning in January that my turn for 
guard came on. I marched my men to their post, relieved the 
old guard, and then having gone through the regular duty 
and dined, endeavored to pass the time until the field-officer 
had visited me. The previous evening, I had been at a ball 
in the town, and in consequence was very tired and sleepy, 
and looked with considerable longing to the period when 
I could refresh myself by unrobing and enjoying a good 
snooze. 

At length I heard the welcome challenge: ‘‘ Who comes 
there ?” which was answered by the response: ‘Rounds !” 
** What rounds?” ‘‘ Grand rounds!” and ‘‘ Guard, turn out!” 
was a signal which I willingly obeyed, for I knew that in 
about one hour afterwards I should be in the arms of the god 
of sleep. 

Slipping on my cloak and cap, and grasping my sword, I 
placed myself in front of the guard, and received the field- 
officer, who briefly asked me if all was correct, directed me to 
dismiss my guard, and rode off without saying ‘‘ Good-night,” 
a proceeding that I thought rather for: Giving directions 
to the sergeant to call me in an hour, {OF the purpose of visit- 
ing the sentries, I threw myself into my arm-chair, and tried 
toreada novel. The time passed very quickly, as I had a 
nap or two, and the sergeant soon appeared with a lantern to 
conduct me round the sentries. 

It was a terrible night, the wind blowing hard, whilst the 
snow and sleet were driving along before it. The thermome- 
ter was several degrees below freezing, and I felt that I de- 
served much from my country for performing so conscien- 
tiously my arduous duties. The sentries were very much 
scattered, and I had to walk nearly two miles to visit them 
all, Iaccomplished my task, however, and returned to the 
guard-room, where I treated myself to a stiff glass of grog, 
and throwing otf my regimentals, I jumped into bed, feeling 
that I really deserved the luxury. 

In a few minutes I was fast asleep, not even dreaming of 
any of my fair partners of the ball, but sound asleep. Sud- 
denly I became conscious of a great noise, which sounded like 
a drum being beaten. At first I did not realise my position, 
and could not remember where I was, but at last it flashed 
across me that I was on guard, and that something was the 
matter. Jumping out of bed, I called to know who was 
there. . 

The sergeant answered in a great hurry, saying: ‘‘Sir, 
the field-officer of the day is coming, and the guard is turn- 
ing out.” 

I rushed to my boots, pulled them on over my unstock- 
inged feet; thrust “my sword-arm into my large regimental 
cloak, which I pulled over me ; jammed my forage-cap on my 
head, and grasping my sword, looked to the outward observer 
as though “‘ fit for parade.” 

I was just in time to receive the field-officer, who again 
asked me if my guard was correct. I answered, rather in a 
tone of surprise, and said: ‘‘ Yes, sir, all correct.” I could 
not imagine why my guard should be visited twice, as such a 
proceeding was unusual, and perhaps my tone seemed to im- 
ply that I was surprised. Whether it was that, or whether a 
treacherous gust of wind removed the folds of my cloak, and 
exhibited the slightest taste in life of the end of my night- 
shirt, I know not; but the field-officer, instead of riding off 
when he received my answer, turned his horse’s head in the 
opposite direction, and said: ‘‘Now, sir, I want you to ac- 
company me round the sentries.” 

Had he told me that he wanted me to accompany him to the 
regions below, I should scarce have been more horror-struck, 
for already I had found the change of temperature between a 
warm bed in a warm room and the outside air; and to walk two 
miles on a windy, frosty night, with no raiment besides boots, 





“up-bed that was placed in the inner guard-room, 


night-shirt, and cloak, was really suffering for one’s country, 


and no mistake. I dared not show the slightest hesitation, 
however, for fear the state of my attire might be suspected, 
though I would have given a week's pay to have escaped for 
only five minutes. A non-commissioned officer was ready 
with a lantern, and we started on our tour of inspection. 

The field-officer asked several questions connected with the 
position and duties of the sentries, to which I gave answers as 
well as the chattering of my teeth would permit me. The 
most nervous work, however, was passing the gas-lamps, 
which were placed at intervals of one or two hundred yards. 
The wind was blowing so fresh that it was with difficulty I 
could hold my cloak around me, and conceal the absence of 
my under-garments. Every now and then an extra gust of 
wind would come round a corner, and quite defeat all the pre- 
cautions which I had adopted to encounter the steady gale. I 
managed to dodge in the shade as much as possible, and more 
than once ran the risk of being kicked by the field-officer’s 
horse, as I slunk behind him when the gas-light might have 
revealed too much. 

It was terribly cold, to be sure, the wind and snow almost 
numbing my limbs. I had a kind of faint hope that he field- 
officer might think that I belonged to a Highland regiment, 
and if he did observe the scantiness of my attire, might be- 
eve that the kilt would explain it. I struggled and shivered 
on, knowing that all things must have an end, and that my 
‘‘rounds” must come to an end before long. But I feared 
that I shouid not again get warm during the night. 

We had nearly completed our tour, and were within a few 
hundred yards of the guard-room, when we passed the field- 
officer's quarters. I fondly hoped that he would not pass 
them, and that he would dismiss me at the door, but I was 
rather surprised to see a blaze of light come from the win- 
dows, and to hear the sound of music. It was evident that 
there was a ‘‘hop” going on inside, and I already began to 
tremble, from a sort of instinct that even worse misfortunes 
were yet to attend me. 

My premonitions were true, fer upon reaching his door, my 
persecutor, in quite a cheerful tone, said: ‘‘ Well, we've had 
a cold tour; you must now come in, and take a glass of wine, 
and perhaps a waltz will warm you.” 

“I’m really much obliged,” I hastily answered, ‘‘but I 
should not like to leave my guard.” 

‘‘Nonsense, nonsense, man; the guard will be all right ; 
you must come in.’ This,‘‘ must” he [said in quite a deter- 
mined tone. 

I felt desperate, and again declared that I thought I should 
be wrong to leave my guard. 

‘*T'll take the responsibility,” said the demon; ‘so come 
along ;” saying which, he grasped my arm, and almost dragged 
me into the porch of his quarters. 

When we entered the house, and were exposed to the light 
of the hall-lamps, I fancied I saw a slight twinkle in the eye 
of the officer, and I began to wonder whether he really knew 
of my predicament, and wished to have his joke. He, how- 
ever, gave no other intimations that I saw, but quickly took 
off his cloak, and said that I had better do the same. Seeing 
me hesitate, he said: ‘‘ Come, look alive; off with it.”
